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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): 35 USC 101, 35 USC 112(second paragraph) rejection of 
claims 12-15 and 21-22 and double patenting rejection of claim 21. 

The applicant's argument that "Hough does fails to teach or suggest at least the feature of "a plurality of client computers operable to 
access the valuation program module operating on the property management services server to input predetermined 
information about the selected real estate property in support of a valuation calculation for the selected real estate property" is not 
persuasive because, the structure of the Hough system comprises a plurality of remote user stations 100 which operable to access the 
valuation module 10 (See Figure 1 and also Claim 1 ..plurality of user stations). Each of the plurality of user stations 100 are operable to 
input any user specified predetermined information about a selected real estate property and therefore meets the scope of the claim. This 
argument is also applied to other independent claims. 
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
